BOme of the ofDces therein provided for 
might be abolished, or, at all events, 
struck out of the Civil List, came up for 
discussion. The resolution embodied the 
aentiment of every uon-ofQeial taxpayer, 
who is not either an ofBco-hoider or a 
professional politician and placehunter, 
and was favorably received by a largo 
majority of the popular members. The 
official members — welli no one ex- 
pects them to vote against tbeir own sal- 
aries and employment — were, os one man, 
opposed to the paspage of the resolation. 
In view of past and prospective advan- 
tages^ no one expected that Mr, Walkem 
would do otherwise than side with the 
official element; but every one did look 
for Bome show of consistency and decency 
from the two members from the late Cap- 
ital while discussing a question which 
afifected so nearly the people. of that dis- 
trict who have complained for two sea- 
sons ot the impassable state of the 
Brighton' road, and whoso applications 
have been invariably met with the answer 
that the funds were not on hand. And 
for an excellent reason —they were ab- 
.Borbed in meeting the salaries provided 
onder the Croi^vu Salaries' Act, leaving 
little or nothing for the prosecution of any 
useful and necessary work. Every one, 
we say, anticipated that these two hon- 
orable worthies would assist in the pas- 
sage of a measure that would result ben- 
eficially for their own as well as oihi r 
constituencies; but the " Gieat Expecta- 
tions" every one had formed of their eon- 
■istency, their honesty, and their com- 
mon sense, were doomed to bitter disap- 
pointment, for after vainly endeavoring 
to destroy the resolution with strategy by 
avoiding the plain, manly issue of " yes" 
or " no'' upon the general Issue, they 
came out directly in opposition to its prin- 
ciple. The strategic part of the opposi- 
tion consisted in objecting to that portion 
of the resolation which contrasted the 
i^'*H"t-c0ndition of the Colony with its 
condition when the Urninances uutsciiug 
the salaries were framed. But the stra- 
tegists were fl lored completely when the 
Doctor qoietly consented to erase from 
the resolation the objectionable lines. 
Then the cloven foot Was seen, and it 
became evident that the New Wesimin. 
Bteriaiis were determined to oppose the 
resolution — aot because its principle was 
bad, nor becivnse it cootained a line or 
two that might be deemed erroneous or 
superfluous, bat because the resolution 
was of Victoria origin, and becauso at 
least one of those members aspires to a hch t 
in the Executive Council. Seclionaliarn 
was aroused and sectionalism is delerniincd 
that no mcaaure —no matter how much 
its passage might benefit its own sec- 
tion — em.inatiiig from a Victoria mem- 
ber shall pass if it can hcli) it. So, 
giving full swing to one of the meanest 
fecliOr^s that can aiiimalu the I'uniaii 
breast, the two Kiemhers from Now 
Westminster, like the mad bull, heard 
nothing, saw nothing, tlionf^lit of nothing 
save the red cloth fliiuiiiing in 
their faces, on which was inscribed 
the legend '• Victoria iufli:ence," with 
Dr Ilchncken in the role of the 
picador, goading tbem on to Iboir po- 
litical gravoa witb ttio sharp lanca of 
sarcasm. -Following in tbe walio ol 
the hon Colonial Sjcretarj, the nn- 
poptilar mcrabor for New Westmin- 
ster bellowed torth that the repeal of 
the Grown Salarins' Aot would bo 
eqaivalent to handing the Grown 
Xiand) back again to the Crown, since 
the latter were handed over to tho 
Colony only upon its acceptance o( 
the Civil .Lin; an iibaurd and dishon- 
ost proposition, for by tho terms of 
tho resolution his Bxoolloncy wasoiil^' 
askod to IranHiiiit lha rop^aling Oid.. 
iniiuco "ill ordor that a reduction of sonio 
of tho salaries therein named may be 
mado, and in ordor that somo of tho 
olficvs thoroin provided for may bo 
abolished, or at all ovonls, struck out 
of tho Civil List." Dr llolmckon point- 
ed out tho absurc'ity and dishonesty of 
tho position of this inombor for Now 
WostmioBtor, who was followed by hiu 
colleagae (Mr Ilolbrook) in a rambling 
and, iooohereat barangao upon tho 
Belflshnens of 7iotoriaDa and paro- 
laindei^.ofBS qi |7evr WeaimlnsterlaQs 



gfiDflraliy — matters .entirely foreign to 
the sabjeot under discussion, but quite 
the "oorreot thing" io this hoa gentle- 
man's estimation, who, like his honorable 
colleague, is sapposed to be afflicted 
with an attack ot "Victoria on tho 
brain," and never allows to slide by 
unimproved an opportunity to give it 
a piece of his very email m^ai. Three 
ot the heads of dep irtmenta— doolin- 
ing to voto upon que9ti<:ns 80 intimate- 
ly connected with their salaries — re- 
tired behind iho bar, firat taking pre- 
cious good caro ih:it the roaolutiou 
would bo doprivud of life by tho votes 
of throo or four olliciaU whoso or-^ 
ganizaiiijDB are of a less sonsitivo 
Dature ; of Mr Walkoin, who was 
absent whon tho debate began ; of 
tho two Now Wostraiiialor renegades ; 
and of one I-daod inombor (Dr Davie) 
who, besides being very cousorvative, 
confesses that hu has thrown off hia 
balance by tho roaring and prancing 
of Mr Uoibrook, whon expatiating 
upon tho w-r r-rongs of New Wo^L- 
mlnster. Tho ro'joluiio(i was lost by 
a tie vote. Another victory has been 
seoared for the official members upon 
ft questioi intimately connected with 
the economical govornment of tho 
Colony by tho traitorous dofootions 
of the two most extreme fiadicals in 
the House, who have conjured up a 
false issue as an exouse for their desor. 
tion of the popular eause, and both of 
whom are more thau suspected of a 
hankering after a seat in the Upper 
House with a n'^minal salary attached.
